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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue against the examiners contention 
that Uwai teaches temperature up 100 C and times up to 60 minutes, and that the examples of table 1, which were heated for 60 minutes at 
100 C, have respective activities of 83 and 750, and that the instant application claims activities up to 3000. This is not persuasive because 
applicants are arguing features, which are not claimed. Applicants argue that the reference fails to disclose combining heated catalyst with 
a pre-heated support, but instead merely discloses heating of combined materials. This is not persuasive because applicants have argued 
against examiners contention that the freshly made catalyst would be immediately transferred to the heated vessel of support and secondly 
the lower end of the temperature range of the support is 30 C, which is approximately room temperature. Applicants argue that the 
reference teaches away. This is not persuasive because for a reference to teach away there must be some teaching or suggestion that the 
combination will not work, not just that it is not preferred. Examiner agrees with applicant's argument that the resulting composition of 250 
ml toluene solution with 1000g of support will not produce a composition with a temperature of 100 C, however, this is not required to meet 
the claim. Applicants argue that since Uwai teaches heating the catalyst and support results in diminished activity, therefore the art provides 
no motivation. This is not persuasive because the reference teaches this step even if it is not preferred and as such no motivation is needed 
as this step is anticipated, and an activity of 750 is not useless as alleged by applicants. The remaining arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive for the same reasons given above and in earlier actions. 
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
